feature  to  which  the  whole  Island  could  con- 
tribute, and  It  would  poessst  an  advertising  value 
of  real  worth.  It  may  be  gathered  from  his  re- 
marks that  His  Honor  Is  partleularly  pleased  with 
the  show  As  a  keen  lover  of  flowers^  as  one  who 
has  seen  many  exhlbltion.s,  and  possessing  as  he 
does  expen  kncwl-'dpe  on  the  subject,  he  has  now 
given  Uie  Horticultural  Society  an  aim  for  the 
future— a  Daffodil  Day.
